2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of "The Market Participation Principal Protection Fund Inc." 
discloses risk factors and special consideration for investing on the financial market. 

In regarding to independent claims 1 and 15, the above mentioned article taken 
either individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render 
obvious providing the first entity with principal protection exposure to the equity market 
without causing substantial income statement volatility based on the sale of the trust 
certificate to the first entity, wherein the trust certificate provides the first entity with an 
interest in the trust, wherein the trust invests the trust certificate proceeds in the 
purchase of the equity security and the purchase of the put option by the trust based on 
the details associated with the purchase of the equity security; and wherein the 
purchased equity security is sold on a date that the purchased put option expires as 
required by the trust.
